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Dear  Fellow  Alumni  and  Friends: 

In  1974  I  will  begin  my  term  as  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  we  want 
this  to  be  the  best  alumni  association  in  the  whole  United  States.  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  am  very  grateful  and  appreciative 
of  your  confidence  in  electing  me  to  this  office  and  I  will  do  my  best  to  serve  in  this  capacity  for  1974. 

I  consider  it  an  honor  to  be  your  president  and  I  ask  for  help  and  assistance  from  all  of  you.  If  any  problems  arise  during 
the  year  or  if  you  have  any  suggestions  for  the  Alumni  Association,  I  will  be  only  too  glad  to  hear  from  you  personally  or 
let  our  alumni  secretary,  Minnie  Franck,  know  your  problems  and  we  will  try  to  solve  them  through  the  actions  of  the  Board 
of  your  Association. 

Your  contributions  to  the  Alumni  Association  are  the  only  financial  support  to  this  organization.  In  other  words,  the 
money  coming  from  you  keeps  the  Association  going.  As  you  know,  to  be  a  voting  member  of  the  Alumni  Association  (five 
years  after  graduation)  the  dues  are  $15  per  year.  You  and  I  know  that  in  the  past  few  years  the  cost  of  everything  has  escalated 
to  unbelievable  levels.  The  cost  of  running  the  Alumni  Association  has  also  increased.  In  1972  the  total  contributions  to  the 
Association  amounted  to  $54,319.98.  In  a  good  organization,  such  as  ours,  the  contributions  should  be  over  $100,000  per  year. 
We  can  do  this  without  too  much  effort  on  any  particular  individual's  part  if  the  whole  group  will  work  and  pull  together. 
The  Alumni  Association  is  composed  of  11,502,  degree  and  non  degree,  living  alumni.  You  can  readily  see  that  the  average 
contribution  per  alumnus  amounted  to  approximately  $4.72.  This  is  outrageous.  We  can  do  better  and  must  do  better. 

Now  to  get  down  to  the  basic  facts.  Only  3,785  alumni  donated  to  the  Association  for  an  average  of  approximately 
$14.35  each.  Even  though  many  of  us  have  hated  MCV  on  many  occasions  and  have  stated  "if  we  ever  get  away  from  here 
we  won't  come  back,"  let  me  say  to  you  that  your  basic  education  in  your  profession  was  obtained  from  MCV  and  allowed 
you  to  progress  in  your  profession  and  is  partially  responsible  for  your  monetary  worth  today.  Many  of  us  have  made  and  are 
making  a  liveable  income  from  the  basic  training  we  received  from  MCV.  I  feel  that  it  is  only  fair  for  us  to  support  our 
Alumni  Association.  Don't  sit  down  and  write  a  $15  check  but  think  about  $50  or  $100.  It  is  tax-deductible. 

The  alumni  office  keeps  an  up-to-date  list  of  all  of  our  alumni  and,  believe  it  or  not,  one-third  of  you  move  each  year. 
We  send  The  Scarab  to  every  living  graduate  of  MCV,  to  the  faculty,  and  to  the  State  Legislators.  We  have  purchased  the 
Alumni  House  which  serves  a  multitude  of  purposes.  We  also  own  the  house  next  door  which  is  presently  rented.  If  you  have 
been  to  the  MCV  campus  recently  you  can  imagine  how  valuable  this  property  is  on  today's  market.  We  have  given  $100,000 
to  the  College  for  the  lounge  in  the  student  dormitories  and  a  grand  piano  for  their  use  in  the  Larrick  Center.  We  welcome 
the  new  students  with  a  party  and  entertain  the  graduating  classes.  One  of  these  years  we  may  have  to  move  our  headquarters 
to  another  location,  so  we  are  accumulating  a  building  fund  for  that  purpose.  We  do  all  we  can  to  help  the  class  chairmen 
with  the  class  parties  during  the  reunion.  We  strive  harder  to  make  each  reunion  better  year  by  year  but  it  all  depends  on  you. 
We  carry  out  many  smaller  projects  which  are  too  numerous  to  mention.  I  believe  that  we  have  overcome  the  problem  that 
the  identity  and  integrity  of  MCV  will  disappear.  We  are  an  important  part  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University;  however, 
we  will  remain  identified  as  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  name  and  reputation  will  continue. 

We  thank  you  all  for  your  help  in  acquiring  the  new  hospital.  Many  of  you  worked  hard  through  the  Legislature  and  the 
individual  Legislators  to  get  this  bond  issue  approved.  It  will  be  great  when  this  new  facility  is  finally  completed  and  in  use. 
Next  year  we  hope  to  get  the  approval  for  building  the  health-sciences  building,  which  will  cost  approximately  $17,000,000. 
We  will  need  the  help  of  all  the  alumni  to  achieve  this  project. 

If  time  and  health  permits,  I  hope  to  visit  most  of  the  local  chapters  and  other  professional  meetings  throughout  our 
MCV  territory.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  meet  you  and  renew  old  acquaintances  as  the  year  goes  by.  Please  let  us  have  your 
suggestions,  opinions,  gripes,  etc.,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  Alumni  Association  of  MCV  will  get  better  and  better 
as  each  year  goes  by.

BRIEFINGS-MCV 


School  of  Medicine 

Any  medical  school,  but  particularly 
a  state  supported  school,  has  a  respon- 
sibility to  its  consumers  to  produce 
health  manpower  for  the  state.  What 
does  become  of  MCV  graduates?  Re- 
view of  the  AMA  national  survey  of 
1967  and  current  University  records 
tell  some  interesting  stories. 

There  are  currently  3465  living 
graduates  of  the  School  of  Medicine — 
about  1  %  of  all  U.S.  physicians.  More 
than  9  out  of  10  are  involved  in  direct 
patient  care,  with  4.6%  in  teaching  or 
research  and  4.4%  inactive.  Almost 
30%  are  in  general  practice — a  figure 
well  above  national  averages. 

Six  years  ago  41%  of  MCV  grad- 
uates were  practicing  in  Virginia.  This 
number  has  increased  by  145  physi- 
cians, and  now  46%  of  all  graduates 
are  practicing  in  Virginia.  Over  the 
same  time,  the  number  of  graduates 
practicing  in  West  Virginia  has  de- 
clined from  308  to  171.  The  other 
major  state  of  practice  is  North  Caro- 
lina with  306.  The  MCV  alumni  rec- 
ords show  280  graduates  in  West  Vir- 
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ginia  and  369  in  North  Carolina. 

MCV  graduates  are  practicing  in  all 
50  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Three  other  states  have  over  100  prac- 
ticing graduates,  Florida,  New  York, 
and  California.  The  remaining  27%  of 
graduates  are  widely  distributed  in- 
cluding one  each  in  Utah  and  Wyom- 
ing. 

In  the  state  of  Virginia  which  cur- 
rently has  5850  physicians,  27%  of 
them  are  graduates  of  MCV.  An  addi- 
tional 17%  are  graduates  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia.  Other  medical 
schools  contributing  over  100  physi- 
cians to  the  state  are  George  Washing- 
ton, Georgetown,  Maryland,  and  Duke. 
A  wide  variety  of  schools  contribute 
the  remaining  2600  physicians;  more 
than  one  out  of  every  three  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  foreign  medical  school. 

Recent  studies  have  indicated  that 
the  location  of  graduate  medical  edu- 
cation is  the  most  important  factor  in 
ultimate  location  of  practice.  Overall, 
for  a  recent  ten  year  period,  two-thirds 
of  U.S.  graduates  were  practicing  in 
the  state  of  residency  training,  while 
about  40%  were  likely  to  be  practicing 


in  the  state  of  medical  school  gradua- 
tion. Over  46%  remaining  in  Vir- 
ginia is  a  high  number.  Surprisingly, 
individuals  who  took  residency  train- 
ing at  MCV — our  records  date  back 
43  years — have  never  been  considered 
as  any  sort  of  alumni.  We  are  now 
developing  an  up-to-date  roster  of 
MCV  Hospital  alumni,  so  that  we  can 
share  our  information  with  them  and 
seek  their  support. 

On  the  current  scene,  two  new  de- 
partmental chairmen  have  been  se- 
lected. Dr.  Harold  J.  Fallon,  now  Pro- 
fessor of  Medicine  and  Pharmacology 
and  Co-Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  at  North  Carolina  will  be- 
come Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Internal  Medicine  on  June  1,  1974. 
Dr.  Fallon  is  a  graduate  of  Yale,  with 
subsequent  training  at  North  Carolina, 
Yale,  Duke,  and  NIH.  He  is  well 
known  for  work  in  liver  pharmacology. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Amick  became  Pro- 
fessor and  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Medicine  and  Re- 
habilitation on  August  1,  1973.  He 
also  holds  an  appointment  as  Professor 
of  Neurology.  A  graduate  of  the  Uni-

Department  of  Occupational 
Therapy 

The  Department  of  Occupational 
Therapy  is  a  newcomer  to  the  Health 
Science  Division  of  the  University.  The 
program  in  Occupational  Therapy  was 
established  at  Richmond  Professional 
Institute  in  1943  as  a  war  emergency 
program.  In  1948  it  was  reaccredited 
by  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  offered  a  bachelor  of  science  de- 
gree. In  1970  the  School  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy  became  a  department 
of  the  School  of  Allied  Health  Pro- 
fessions. The  offices  of  the  Occupa- 
tional Therapy  Department  have  been 
and  are  still  physically  located  on  the 
academic  campus  of  the  University. 
We  anticipate  moving  to  the  health 
science  campus  when  the  new  Health

Science   Building  is   completed. 

Three  courses  of  study  are  currently 
being  offered.  A  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  Occupational  Therapy  re- 
quires four  years  of  academic  work 
plus  a  6  months  internship.  Students 
spend  the  first  two  years  in  a  pre- 
occupational  therapy  program  in  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  After 
completion  of  specific  requirements, 
the  students  then  apply  for  admission 
to  the  professional  curriculum  which 
begins  at  the  junior  level. 

A  basic  professional  education  grad- 
uate program  for  those  who  hold  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  related  fields  re- 
quires two  years  of  academic  work 
and  a  6  month  internship  and  leads 
to  a  master  of  science  degree  in  Occu- 
pational Therapy. 

Those  who  hold  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree in  Occupational  Therapy  may 
enter  the  graduate  program  and  re- 
ceive an  advanced  professional  degree, 
and  the  opportunity  of  independent 
study  in  Occupational  Therapy  areas 
of  particular  interest   and   specialty. 

There  are  currently  nearly  200  pre- 
occupational  therapy  students  in  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Forty 
juniors,  25  seniors,  and  28  graduate 
students  are  currently  enrolled  in  the 
Occupational  Therapy  curriculum. 

A  major  revision  of  the  professional 
curriculum  will  be  initiated  in  the  Fall 
of  1974.  Two  major  thrusts  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  revision.  First, 
it  will  be  based  on  a  developmental 
model — beginning  with  pediatrics  and 
continuing  on  through  geriatrics.  Sec- 
ondly, it  will  be  more  experientially 
oriented  with  students  placed  in  more 
than  50  agencies  and  centers  through- 
out the  metropolitan  area.

School  of  Basic  Sciences 
and  Graduate  Studies 

A  number  of  Basic  Science  depart- 
ments are  looking  forward  to  this  com- 
ing spring  when  they  will  occupy  new 
quarters  in  the  addition  being  com- 
pleted on  Sanger  Hall.  The  depart- 
ments of  Anatomy  and  Microbiology 
will  be  moved  in  their  entirety  to 
Sanger  Hall  from  McGuire  Hall  and 
the  Egyptian  Building,  respectively. 
The  departments  of  Physiology  and 
Biochemistry  will  also  have  new  space 
in  this  addition  so  that  they  will  be 


less  diffuse,  more  efficient,  and  ex- 
panded to  meet  their  needs. 

Fifteen  Ph.D.  degrees  were  awarded 
this  past  May.  These  recipients  have 
all  found  good  opportunities  for  their 
further  advancement.  A  number  have 
faculty  positions  at  institutions  of 
higher  learning;  including  MCV-VCU, 
Virginia  State,  Mary  Washington, 
Gannon  College  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  University  of  Maryland.  Others 
have  taken  Post-doctoral  positions  at 
outstanding  universities  throughout 
the  country  to  further  their  specialized 
training.  The  training  of  future  faculty 
members  is  a  state  and  national  neces- 
sity as  indicated  by  the  positions  ac- 
cepted by  the  graduates  the  past  ten 
years.  Of  the  1972  Ph.D.'s  awarded 
(14),  two  are  now  on  the  faculty  of 
Eastern  Virginia  Medical  School  and 
one  each  at  Longwood  College,  East 
Carolina  University,  the  University  of 
Mexico,  and  one  on  our  own  faculty. 
Others  of  the  '72  class  also  have  good 
positions  with  private  hospitals,  indus- 
try or  as  post-doctoral  fellows. 

In  the  current  academic  year  there 
are  322  (including  part-time)  students 
enrolled  in  the  graduate  programs  of 
which  126  are  working  towards  the 
masters  degree  and  112  are  working 
towards  the  Ph.D.  degree. 

The  report  of  the  site  visit  for  the 
accreditation  of  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University  was  favorable  to  the 
program  of  graduate  studies  and  the 
basic  science  departments.  One  of  their 
suggestions  was  that  the  Dean's  Office 
needed  more  help.  To  help  in  this 
office,  Dr.  Charles  Clayton,  Professor 
of  Biochemistry,  who  has  been  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  since 
1949,  has  been  appointed  Assistant 
Dean  on  a  half-time  basis.  He  will 
continue  to  spend  part-time  in  the 
Department  of  Biochemistry.
